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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's argument is not persuasive. The 
applicant argues that the prior arts of record fails to disclose notifying the recipient by email at a recipient terminal by the payments engine 
of the payment before the recipient is enrolled at the on-line payments service. Contrary to the applicant's assertion, the prior art of record 
teaches that the EFT credit message is passed via the ATM switch from user's bank to the payee's bank, ....and When the withdrawal is 
requested, a debit payment message is transmitted in step SH from the payee's VPL account 535 to the ATM 500 provider bank. The 
payee now has immediate use of funds (see col. 23 lines 1 8-34). The examiner further contends that it is predictable to send a notification 
to the recipient before enrollment since the system is a PAYanyone EFT system. That is to say, the system can pay anyone regardless if 
they are enrolled in the system or not. The combination of familiar elements according to known methods is likely to be obvious when it 
does no more than yield predictable results." KSR Int'l Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 127 S.Ct. 1727, 1739 (2007). Further, the effect of this payment 
system is to ultimately pay anyone regardless of if they are enrolled in the system or not. Moreover, notifying the recipient of the payment 
sent would be a predictable way to further and promote the object of this system which is to "Pay anyone." When a work is available in one 
field of endeavor, design incentives and other market forces can prompt variations of it, either in the same field or in a different one. If a 
person of ordinary skill in the art can implement a predictable variation, § 103 likely bars its patentability." Id. at 1740. 
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
